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Russian Author Dallin 
'ToAppear atinstitute 


A “native born Russian who has - 


written seven books and several. 
articles on the Soviet Union will 
be the speaker at the final World 
Affairs Institute at 8:15 p. m.,, 
‘Wednesday, in the University au- 
ditorium. David Dallin will talk 
on, “Soviet Policies and Coexist- 
ence.” 

Dallin, born in Rogachov, Rus- — 
sia in 1890, studied law at the 
University of St. Petersburg. He 
continued his education at Heidel- 
burg, Germany, receiving a PhD, 
in economics, 


olution, he was arrested twice un- 
der the Czar regimes as a revolu- 
tionist and was jailed for about a 
year. After his escape abroad, Dal- 
lin’ did not return to Russia until 
March, 1917, At this time he be- — 
came politically active and was- 
elected to the Moscow Soviet as 
an- opposition deputy. 


In 1922, Dallin was forced to - 


flee his country again. He first 
settled in Germany where he re- 
mained until: 1935.. Threat of: ar- 


rest by Hitler’s police drove him to — 


_France. Again he was forced to 
flee from the Germans, this time 
in .1940. He left for the United 
States about four days before the 
fall of Paris. 

Russia's Andrei Vichinsky, 
speaking before the United Na- 
tions General Assembly in 1947, 
Jabeled Dallin as a “gangster” and 
“counter-revolutionary.” He | 
charged. that Dallin’s book, 
“Forced Labor-in Soviet Russia,” 
was a collection of lies, . 

Since coming to the United 
States, Dallin has returned to Eu- 
rope several times. His latest trip, 
in “1953, was made to gather ma- 
terial for a new. book dealing with 
Soviet foreign. policy in the post- 
war era. The book will be pub- 
lished next summer, 

Time Magazine has'termed Dal 
lin’ “one. of the most realistic in- 
terpreters of the Soviet Union.” 
Francis Hackett of the New York 
Times has called him “a hard- 

‘headed, tough-minded professional 
thinker . . . a man thoroughly 
conversant with his subject, terse 
and clear, extremely able and re- 
lentlessly - concrete.”
